Most 
of  our  confusion  ahd  •  strifl  of  today  has  come 
from  this  very  fact.  TKeylcnoi*  a  little  science 
of  some  ceftain  kind.  Theg,  therefore,  conclude 
that  they  can  speak  with  ajfehofllty  of  the  things 
in  which  they  have  never  Aeei^  instructed,  and 
attempt  to  teach,  either  4,  writing  or  orally, 
what  one  has  never  learned!  and,  therefore,  does 
not  know.  Soch  is  unsci&tific  and  unethical. 
Most  of  the  scientists  speA  w£th  great  assur- 
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ance  of  the  Bible  and  its  teaching  when  they  will 
admit  that  they  have  never  sought  to  give  it 
an  honest  study.  Take  Darwin  for  instance.  He 
admits  that  the  only  opportunity  he  ever  had 
for  studying  the  Bible  was  the  one  year  spent 
in  a  so-called  Christian  school.  During  this  year, 
the  only  opportunity  he  had  to  learn  the  Bible 
was  the  daily  chapel  hour,  but  during  this  time, 
he  sat  in  the  rear  of  the  chapel  and  memorised 
passages  from  the  Latin  Poets  while  the  Chaplain 
explained  the  scriptures.

Every  fact  in  all  branches  of  science 
was  before  Him  and  perfectly  well  understood 
by  Him  when  He  inspired  holy  men  of  old  to 
write  the  Bible  A  Bible  inspired  by  the  spirit 
of  a  God  of  infinite  wisdom  and  goodness  would 
not  contain  a  single  statement  which  contradicts 
one  single  fact  in  nay  field  of  science  which  man 
can  ever  discover.  Let  all  honest  men  delve  as 
far  as  they  can  into  every  branch  of  science, 
discover  every  fact  they  can  discover,  and  ex¬ 
press  these  facts  to  the  world,  and  apply  them  to 
the  relief  of  the  sufferings  of  man  and  toward 
his  highest  development,  and  when  they  have 
gone  the'  utmost  limits,  reached  the  outermost 
bounds  to  which  their  minds  or  even  their  im- 
,  aginations  can  cprry  them,  there  they  will  find 
,  Go,l  going  on  out  to  limitless  distances  beyond 
,  the  possible  flight  of  their  minds  and  into  richer, 
,  deeper  truths  than  they  had  ever  imagined.  They 
,  will  also  discover  that  all  they  have  found  and 
t  can  find  which  is  true,  will  be  in  perfect  harmony 
i  •  with  the  revealed  word  of  God.  Let  us  not  grow

.  theory.  Let  us  keep  close  to  God  in  thought  and 
s  in  conduct  and  be  ever  true  to  Him  and  we  will 
»  be  safe  from  confusion  and  shame,  both  now  and 


ever  more. 

I  crave  this  personal  word  in  conclusion, 
have  studied  science  under  Dr.  W.  L.  Petite  of 
Wake  Forest  College,  and  a  so-called  science 
under  George  Berhman  Foster  in  the  University 
of  Chicago,  but  I  can  honestly  say  with  the  ut¬ 
most  sincerity,  that  I  have  never  doubted  the 
truth  of  the  Bible  for  one  moment.  I  have  seen 
my  school  mates  give  up  their  faith  and  flounder 
ill  doubt  and  atheism  and  then  return  to  their 
stand  on  the  Rock  of  Ages.  I  have  always  in- 
•  sisted  that  before  they  asked  me  to  leave  my 
stand  on  the  proven  eternal  foundations  of  God, 
that  the  new  basis  on  to  which  they  would  have 
me  come  must  at  least  be  proven  not  to  be  a 
foundati  noof  quick-sand.  I  have  insisted  on 
much  more  than  this,  but  this  alone  was  more 
than  th*y  were  able  to  assure.  The  Word  of  God 
taught  me  by  my  mother  has  been  my  stay  and 
comfort  every  day  of  my  life  pnd  one  day, 
through  the  riches  of  grace,  1  shall  see  His  face 
and  be  in  his  likeness.  This  hope  will  keep  me 
tpie  to  Him  and  to  His  holy  word  in  spite  of  all 
that  the  critics  can  do. 
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PRESENT  SITUATION  IN  CHINA 
T.  F.  McCrea 

(Continued  from  last  week) 

I  will  give  here  two  samples  of  the  demands 
that  are  being  made  upon  our  educational  work 
by  the  government  school  students  and  former 
mission  school  students  who  have  left  the  mis¬ 
sion  schools  because  of  the  ngitation. 

In  the  China  Press  for  Sept.  30  is  a  dispatch 
from  Wuchang,  the  capital  of  Hupeh  Province, 
telling  of  serious  troubles  in  various  mission 
schools  in  that  region,  in  one  of  which  the  Chi¬ 
nese  police  had  to  be  called  in  to  put  down  a  stu¬ 
dent  riot,  and  summing  up  the  demands  of  the 
students  on  the  school  authorities  as  follows: 

"First,  they  demand  that  tho  Academy,  as  well 
as  all  mission  schools,  should  be  registered  in  the 
Ministry  of  Education  and  abide  by  all  regula¬ 
tions  governing  Chinese  schools.  Secondly,  they 
said  the  school  should  abolish  their  Christian 
teachings  and  church  services  and  rites,  and  the 
study  of  the  Bible  should  be  discarded  alto¬ 
gether."  „  4  . 

In  the  China  Press  for  October  4  is  a  dispatch 
from  Foochow,  the  capital  of  Fukien  Province, 
saying  that  the  Fukien  Students  Union  is  doing 
everything  in  its  power  to  break  up  all  mission 
schools  in  that  province,  through  intimidation 
and  other  methods,  and  the  Chinese  are  past  mas¬ 
ters  at  that  sort  of  thing.  They  are  making  the 
following  demands  upon  the  Mission*  that  con¬ 
trol  and  finance  these  schools: 

"1.  All  teachers  employed  by  mission  schools 
must  have  the  approval  of  the  Fukien  Students 

Union.  ...  . 

2.  All  students  in  mission  schools  shall  nave 

complete  liberty  to  go  and  come  as  they  choose. 

3  All  mission  schools  must  register  with  the 
Government  and  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of 
the  Ministry  of  Education. 

4.  The  presidents  or  principals  of  all  mission 
schools  must  be  of  Chinese  nationality. 

6.  No  Bible  courses  shall  be  taught  and  at¬ 
tendance  at  religious  exercises  must  be  purely 

voluntary.  ...  .. 

The  Mission  schools  in  this  district  have  thus 
been  brought  face  to  face  with  Wn  unprecedented 
situation  and  apparently  must  accept  the  de¬ 
mands,  make  compromises,  or  be  reduced  to  the 
very  minimum  from  the  standpoint  of  students. 

or  close  their  doors  completely",  ,  « 

This  is  the  present  situation  in  large  parts  of 
of  China  as  regards  our  mission  schools,  and  if 
these  demands  are  acceded  to  in  any  part  of  the 
country  they  will  have  to  be  agreed  to  in  all  parts 
in  the  present  state  of  Chinese  public  opinion. 
This  is  the  pass  to  which  the  education-first  pol¬ 
icy  has  brought  us  in  this  great  mission  field. 
Our  evangelistic  church  training  program  is  al¬ 
most  moribund  because  we  have  put  so  large  a 
|  proportion  6f  our  mission  funds  and  missionary 
[  force  into  the  education  of  heathen  boys  and 
I  girls.  And  now  we  face  the  grave  danger  of  hav-, 
ing  our  schools  practically  taken  from  our  control 
and  all  Christian  teaching  forbidden.  In  face  of 
this  situation  a  few  missionaries  have  already 
closed  their  schools  and  left  the  field.  Many 
P  others  say  they  will  do  the  same  thing  before 
f  they  will  accede  to  these  unreasonable  demands. 

And  now  1  come  to  consider  another  fatally 
P  weak  spot,  in  our  present  mission  methods.  And 
1  that  is  the  failure  to  establish  strong  native 
r  churches  because  we  have  pauperized  them  by 
r  the  use  of  too  much  foreign  money  in  our  work 

I  cannot  bring  this  matter  before  you  more 
r  forcefully  than  by  telling  of  the  great  shock  that 
’  came  to  our  whole  North  China  Mission  a  few 
‘  weeks  ago  when  it  became  known  that  one  of  the 
8  strongest  men  in  our  mission  has  sent  his.  resig- 
n  nation  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  because  he 
^  is  not  willing  to  carry  on  the  work  any  longer 
,  with  our  present  mission  methods.  He  has  been 
on* the  field  for  twelve  years,  is  a  man  of  splen- 
’’  did  education,  being  a  Doctor  of  Theology  of  our 
6  Louisville  Seminary,  and  has  been  in  a  station 
I*  where  very  large  sums  of  mission  money  have 
been  used  to  subsidize  the  native  churches.  After 


watching  the  results  of  this  mistaken  policy  he 
is  convinced  that  our  present  policy  is  disastrous 
to  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Chinese  Christians  and 
feels  that  the  situation  is  so  hopeless  that  the 
only  thing  our  Board  can  wisely  do  is  to  cut  off 
all  subsidies  at  once  and  call  the  foreign  mission¬ 
aries  home  and  give  what  real  Chinese  /Chris¬ 
tians  we  have  a  chance  to  develop  their  own 
Christian  and  institutional  life,  ip  his  letter  of 
resignation  to  the  Board  which  he  has  circulated 
throughout  the  mission  he  declares  that  our  pres¬ 
ent  methods  have  long  outlived  their  usefulness, 
have  resulted  in  the  pauperizing  of  the  Chinese 
churches,  and  in  short  has  made  practically  the 
same  criticisms  of  our  mission  methods  which  I 
made  in  my  circular  letters  written  before  he 
came  to  China. 

All  these  things  in  the  present  situation  de¬ 
mand  a  review  of  our  mission  work  and  mission 
methods  in  China.  I  agree  with  this  fellow- 
worker  of  mine  that  our  present  methods  have 
long  outlived  their  usefulness,  and  I  am  glad  that 
not  only  this  man  but  many  other  members  of 
our  mission  are  coming  around  to  the  same  opin¬ 
ion.  Some  of  the  strongest  members  of  this  mis¬ 
sion  have  assured  me  recently  that  while  they 
disagreed  with  my  position  twelve  years  ago  they 
now  realize,  as  one  expressed  it,  “that  you  were 
absolutely  right  all  the  time.” 

But  I  do  not  agree  to  his  proposal  that  all  the 
missionaries  should  be  called  home  at  once.  Our 
mission  methods  must  be  corrected  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  and  he  may  be  right  in  his  opinion  that 
the  only  thing  to  do  is  to  stop  all  subsidies  at 
once  and  throw  the  native  churches  on  their  own 
resources  and  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
a  leadership  which  we  have  usurped  tro  long. 
But  the  day  of  the  missionary,  in  my  opinion,  is 
not  finished,  if  we  return  to  the  program  of  the 
Great  Commission  as  Dr.  Pierce  is  advising  our 
Northern  Baptist  brethren  to  do. 

As  he  says,  we  must  major  on  evangelism  and 
when  you  remember  that  it  would  take  the  un¬ 
saved  people  of  China  twenty-two  months  to 
march  by  a  given  point  at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  to  the  hour  you  will  realise  that 
there  is  a  mighty  field  for  warm-hearted  and 
soul-loving  evangelists  still  in  China. 

The  second  part  of  our  program,  as  it  is  the 
second  part  of  the  Great  Commission,  must  be 
the  training  of  our  long  neglected  Chinese 
churches  in  the  Word  of  God.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  crying  needs  in  China  today,  by  the  com¬ 
mon  consent  of  all  our  missionaries.  They  love 
to  have  the  Bible  taught  to  them.  They  are  hun¬ 
gry  to  have  the  Bible  taught  to  them.  I  have 
taken  three  different  groups  of  Chinese  Chris¬ 
tians,  the  Tengchow  church,  the  evangelists  and 
teachers  of  the  Laiyang  County  field,  and  the 
Chefoo  church,  through  the  Book  of  Ephesians 
in  late  years  and  they  were  eager  and  even  pa¬ 
thetic  in  their  enjoyment  of  this  teaching  in  God's 
Word. 

The  third  part  of  our  program  must  be  to  elim¬ 
inate  the  present  large  proportion  of  heathen 
students  in  our  mission  schools,  if  the  Chinese 
leave  us  any  mission  schools,  and  confine  our 
educational  work  principally  to  our  Christian 
constituency,  a  thing  we  should  have  done  from 
the  beginning. 

And  a  fourth  and  most  important  part  of  our 
new  program,  which  is  only  a  return  to  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  Great  Commission,  must  be  inter¬ 
cessory  prayer.  The  whole  present  situation  de¬ 
mands  that  we  all  cry  aloud  to  God  for  help,  for 
wisdom,  for  knowledge  of  his  will,  for  willing¬ 
ness  to  do  his  will,  prayer  for  the  Chinese  Chris¬ 
tians,  prayer  for  the  vast  multitude  of  unsaved 
people  in  China. 

Thank  God  that  while  our  own  present  man¬ 
made  program  has  miserably  failed,  our  Lord 
left  us  His  program  in  the  Great  Commission, 
the  Holy  Spirit  owned  and  blessed  it  in  apostolic 
days,  He  has  owned  and  blessed  it  on  the  modern 
mission  field  in  Korea,  Burmah,  South  China  and 
other  mission  lands,  and  he  will  again  own  and 


bless  it  when  we  are  ready  to  give  up  our  own 
plans  and  return  to  Christ’s  plan. 

An  Englishman  in  New  York  announces  that 
he  has  devised  an  electrical  machine  by  which 
sound  is  transmitted  into  light.

THE  PASTOR  FEEDING  THE  SHEEP

Christ  speaks  of  his  disciples  as  his  sheep, 
and  he  tells  Peter  to  feed  them.  “Feed  my 
lambs,  shepherd  my  sheep  and  thirdly,  feed  my 
weak  sheep.”  Pastors  must  do  this  feeding.  It  was 
a  pastor,  Timothy,  to  whom  Paul  said,  "Feed 
the  church  of  God”.  The  sheep  belong  to  Christ 
for  he  said,  “Feed  my  sheep”.  We  are  to  con¬ 
sider,  therefore,  the  pastor  in  his  work  of  feed¬ 
ing  a  flock  of  Christ's  sheep. 

The  food  which  he  gives  is  spiritual  food. 
“How's  the  new  pigs?”  asked  farmer  Brooks 
of  Bennie  who  was  standing  by  the  pen.  "They’s 
very  well;  how’s  all  your  folks?"  The  lad  put 
folks  and  pigs  on  the  same  level.  Pastors  are 
often  tempted  to  forget  that  their  ^congregations 
have  spiritual  natures  hungering'  for  spiritual 
food.  “Let  all  husbands  with  something  on  their 
mind  stand  up”,  said  a  speaker  on  matrimony 
and  all  stood  up  except  one  man.  “Good”,  said 
the  speaker.  “1  am  glad  to  see  one  husband 
with  mind  free  and  happy”.  “But  stop”,  said 
the  man,  "I’m  paralyzed”.  And  there  are 
churches  and  pastors  suffering  from  the  same 
disease.  Remember,  pastor,  that  many  of  your 
sheep  do  not  know  where  to  get  their  food,  nor 
how  to  get  it,  nor  what  kind  they  need.  I  have 
seen  terrible  war  pictures  of  oriental  peoples 
starving  and  dying,  but  a  kodak  picture  of 
some  starving  congregations  for  whom  the  pas¬ 
tor  provided  no  spiritual  nourishment,  but  rather 
sawdust  banquetu  and  hot  air,  would  be  a  far 
more  gruesome  sight. 

But  what  is  the  food  ?  It  is  the  Word  of  God, 
the  Great  Shepherd  Himself  having  declared 
that  man  must  live  not  by  bread  alone,  but  by 
every  word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the^ mouth  of 
God.  The  Word  of  God,  therefore,  is  the  food. 
Christ  lived  his  life  absolutely  within  the  realm 
of  God's  word,  fulfllling  or  living  out  daily  the 
Old  Testament.  Christ  said  Himself,  “The  words 
that  I  speak  are  spirit  and  life”.  That  is,  His 
words  are  life  and  it  is  the  word  eaten  and 
digested  that  becomes  our  spiritual  food  and  that 
sustains  i!nd  builds  up  the  spiritual  life.  "Thy 
words  were  found”,  said  Jeremiah,  “and  I  did 
eat  them  and  they  were  the  rejoicing  of  my 
heart”. 

What  wls  the  work  of  the  apostles?  It  was 
that  of  feeding  the  early  Christians  upon  the 
Word,  for  they  left  off  serving  material  tables 
that  they  .might  give  themselves  to  the  serving 
or  ministry,  of  the  Word.  Notice  that  Paul  said 
to  the  Ephesian  elders:  “Feed  the  church  of 
God”  and  “I  commend  you  to  the  word  of  his 
grace  which  is  able  to  build  you  up.” 

Therefore,  O  pastor,  give  your  members  the 
Bible.  Many  do  not  care  for  it.  When,  during 
the  war,  a  call  was  made  for  books  for  the 
soldier  boys  little  Charley  held  his  hand  up  say¬ 
ing  they  could  have  his  'rithmatic,  and  there 
are  many  members  who  might  as  well  say  the 
same  about  their  Bible.  They  never  read  it. 
Ask  your  congregation  next  Sunday  where  the 
book  of  Hezekiah  is  and  half  of  them  will  say 
the  Old  Testament.  Little  Mary  on  returning 
home  from  church  told  her  papa  that  the  preach¬ 
er’s  text  was  "Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mamma” 
and  many  older  people  are  equally  as  ignorant 


of  the  scriptures  as  Mary.  They  get  so  little 
Bible  food  from  us  preachers.  When  the  teacher 
in  talking  about  kindness  to  animals  asked  her 
scholars  to  quote  a  Bible  passage  showing  that 
it  was  wrong  for  example,  to  cut  off  a  dog’s  tail 
a  boy  called  out,  "What  God  hath  joined  to¬ 
gether  let  no  man  put  asunder".  N6t  much 
spiritual  nourishment  there,  you  indignantly  say. 
But  how  much  did  your  members  get  from  you 
last  Sunday? 

The  artist  declared  that  he  worked  for  eter¬ 
nity,  and  so  also  may  the  faithful  pastor  say 
of  himself.  The  piano  note  ceases  when  you 
raise  your  Anger,  but  your  Bible  notes,  once 
started,  sing  on  forever.  “A  perfect  life”,  says 
Dr.  Morgan,  “is  simply  the  living  out  of  the 
words  of  the  Bible,  for  man  must  live  by  every 
word  of  God.”  What  a  delight  to  a  pastor  is 
the  sight  of  his  members  ever  growing  In  grace 
under  bis  nourishing  Bible  ministry. 

Tell  me,  is  your  pastorate  a  success?  Yea, 
you  say,  for  1  received  1,000  members  last  year. 
But  are  you  succeeding?  Sure,  you  say,  for 
we  are  building  a  half  million  structure.  But 
is  your  shepherd  task  a  success?  Not  if  you 
are  allowing  Christ's  sheep  to  go  hungry.  Are 
you  and  your  church  merely  pinning  flowers  upon 
each  other?  Ah,  when?4latterers  meet,  the  devil 
goes  to  djpner,  says  the  proverb,  and  verily 
when  pastor  and  church  merely  pat  each  other 
on  the  back  the  devil  goes  to  sleep. 

But  you  say,  “No,  I  am  not  succeeding.  Noth¬ 
ing  goes  right  with  my  work.  My  church  is 
worldly  and  my  deacons  hostile.  1  resist  the 
devil  and  he  flies  from  me,  but  I  resist  my  dea¬ 
cons  and  they  fly  at  me."  Or  maybe  you  say, 
“Alas,  some  of  my  women  are  giving  me  trouble.” 

A  gambler  on  his  deathbed  asked  the  preacher 
if  he  was  not  afraid  to  meet  the  king  of  terrors 
and  his  reply  was,  “Well,  I  have  been  living  with 
the  queen  of  terrors  for  forty  years  and  I  guess 
I  can  stand  the  king."  Whatever  be  your  trouble 
here  is  the  key — this  heavenly  volume.  As  the 
rising  sun  melts  all  the  mists  beneath  it,  so  will 
this  book  scatter  your  obstacles  if  it  is  rightly 
used.  '  ' 

But  never  forget  that  the  Bible  must  be 
TAUGHT,  not  read,  but  taught.  God  said  to 
Israel  concerning  the  scriptures  which  he  had 
given  them,  “Thou  shalt  teach  them”,  and  this 
he  repeats  again  and  again. 

A  vast  need  today  is  that  the  Bible  be  ex¬ 
plained  to  the  masses  of  our  people. 

I  had  my  soul  shaken  to  its  depths  when 
three  years  ago  as  pastor  at  Blue  Mountain,  I 
asked,  by  a  questionnaire,  the  pupils  in  the 
Woman’s  College  and  the  Academy  and  our  pub¬ 
lic  schools  to  write  down  their  greatest  diffi¬ 
culty  in  the  way  of  their  enjoying  the  Bible 
and  three-fourths  of  them  wrote  that  it  was  be¬ 
cause  there  was  so  much  in  the  Bible  that  they 
could  pot  understand,  and  I  realized  that  I  was 
reading  the  Bible  Sunday  by  Sunday  with  the 
bulk  of  my  congregation  not  understanding  much 
of  what  was  read.  We  must  teach  them— -or  to 
use  Christ's  term — we  must  feed  them  and  feed¬ 
ing  includes  teaching  and  much  more. 

How  then  shall  the  pastor  feed  his  people  yrith 
the  Bible?  . 

First — and  Oh,  it  should  be  thundered — he 
must  first  feed  himself  with  the  Bible.  The 
highest  success  of  his  ministry  depends  on  his 
own  personal  feeding  on  the  word.  His  entire 
religious  life  is  rooted  in  such  personal  Bible 
feeding.  If  he  gets  along  without  it,  so  also 
will  his  members.  The  pastor  may  expound  the 
Scriptures  in  so-called  expository  sermons.  He 
may  quote  Scripture  ad  infinitum  in  his  preach¬ 
ing  and  his  visitation,  but  it  will  be  mere  intel¬ 
lectual  gymnastics,  with  sheep  hungering  and 
starving,  unless  he  himself  is  living  daily  with 
the  light  and  strength  which  he  draws  from  the 
Word.  There  is  a  so-called  study  of  the  Bible 
with  concordance,  dictionary  and  commentaries 
which  does  not  touch  the  real  matter.  Unless 
the  pastor’s  heart  is  nourished  regularly  by  the

Verily  there  are  preachers  who  think  they  are  go 
preaching  when  they  are  merely  beating  the  air.  he 
We  do  not  here  refer  to  the  mistaken  notion  of  is 

some  who  substitute  noise  for  truth,  or  who  of 

make  up  in  physical  energy  what  they  lack  in  Bi 

spiritual  dynamic.  But  we  have  in  mind  two  cl 

classes  of  men  who  have  a  spoonful  of  truth  in  th 
a  pot  full  of  soup’,  and  another  group  who  mere-  ai 
ly  dish  out  to  others  what  they  have  heard  some-  ui 
body  else  say,  or  have  gotten  from  reading  pi 

somebody’s  commentary  or  sermon. 

This  writer  has  no  right  ner  desire  to  pose  as 
an  'authority  in  preaching;  and  least  of  all  is  he  f< 
setting  up  any  new  standards  in  homiletics.  He  L 
is  just  saying  what  almost  everybody  knows  who 
hears  preaching  and  is  interested  in  it.  The 
worth  of  a  sermon  is  measured  not  by  its  length  ii 
or  breadth  or  thickness,  but  by  what  the  people  v 
carry  away  with  them.  Do  they  know  more  a 
about  God  when  the  sermon  is  done?  Do  they 
have  a  fresher  and  more  accurate  conception  of 
some  scripture  passage  than  before?  Food  is  e 
food,  not  by  the  bulk  it  displays  but  by  the  1 
amount  of  protein  and  vitamines  it  carries.  The  ' 
word  of  God  is  living,  and  it  is  life  giving.  It  l 
makes  alive,  and  preserves  and  enlarges  life  in 
us.  It  is  the  business  of  the  preacher  to  pre¬ 
sent  it  in  a  way  that  is  palatable  and  digestible,  i 
»  But  above  all  let  him  be  sure  that  it  is  the  Word 
of  God  he  is  preaching.  The  people  will  know  < 
the  difference.  My  sheep  hear  my  .voice.  Ye  < 
have  an  anointing  from  the  Holy  One  and  all 
know. 

Much  so-called  preaching  is  just  passing  on 
what  we  have  picked  up  from  somebody  else.  It 
has  never  even  been  through  our  minds  so  as  to 
take  or  give  any  color  from  or  to  them.  It  is 
something  we  have  bought  at  the  baker  s  shop 
and  maybe  warmed  over.  The  hurry  age  in 
which  we  live  makes  many  a  preacher's  equip¬ 
ment  for  ministering  to  his  people  merely  a  can 
opener  and  a  few  paper  plates.  They  open  a  can 
of  beans  and  pass  it  around  on  Sunday.  Now 
that  is  better  than  starvation;  but  there  is  great 
danger  of  producing  scurvy. 

We  can  only  preach  what  has  gone  into  our 
own  minds  and  souls.  In  a  true  sense  a  preacher 
can  preach  only  his  own  experience;  and  it  must 
not  be  a  warmed  over  experience.  Paul  says, 
"Whether  prophecy  let  us  prophesy  according  to 
the  proportion  of  our  faith",  that  is  only  so  much 
as  your  own  personal  faith  has  appropriated; 
not  just  something  good  and  clever,  nor  even 
true,  which  you  have  heard  somebody  else  preach 
or  teach.  Some  of  our  hearers  will  be  asking, 
as  Jesus  did  of  Pilate,  "Sayest  thou  this  of  thy¬ 
self,  or  did  others  tell  it  thee  concerning  me?” 

Now  you  won’t  get  first  hand  knowledge  of 
the  Bible  from  reading  commentaries  and  other 
people’s  expositions.  They  are  mighty  good  and 
necessary  in  their  places.  Let  no  man  despise 
them  or  neglect  them.  But  there  is  only  one  way 
to  get  first  hand  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  pnd 
that  is  to  read  it  devouUy,  thoughtfully,  for  your¬ 
self.  If  we  will  get  on  our  knees  before  God  as 
we  open  his  Book,  He  will  open  our  eyes  to  be¬ 
hold  wondrous  things  out  of  His  law.  God  speaks 
to  the  individual  soul.  If  our  souls  are  laid  bare 
to  him.  he  will  photograph  his  truth  on  our 
hearts  and  minds.  “In  thy  light  shall  we  see 

light”.  .  „ 

Preaching  that  does  not  open  up  the  store¬ 
house  of  God’s  truth  to  the  hearer  is  a  disap¬ 
pointment  and  misfeasance  in  office.  There  are 
cows  that  feed  on  pine  straw  during  the  winter 
because  their  owners  do  not  provide  feed  or 
pasturage.  But  they  are  sure  to  be  very  poor 
and  apt  to  die  in  the  spring.  Do  the  people  who 
feed  on  our  preaching  get  their  souls  fed?  Do 
they  show  vigor  and  health  and  Christian  activ¬ 
ity?  Do  they  grow  in  grace  because  they  grow 
in  knowledge  ? 

Does  someone  say  that  the  people  do  not  want 
to  hear  clear  Bible  teaching  in  the  pulpit?  That 
they  demand  something  more  entertaining?  The 


facts  all  seem  the  other  way.  In  some  places 
the  hungry  sheep  look  up  and  are  not  fed.  The 
goats  may  go  to  the  picture  shows,  but  the  sheep 
hear  his  voice.  As  these  lines  are  written  there 
is  in  progress  in  the  city  of  Jackson  a  series 
of  expository  lectures  on  several  books  of  the 
Bible  under  the  auspices  of  the  Presbyterian 
churches.  Day  and  night  the  crowds  go  to  hear 
the  word— through  the  week,  leaving  their  homes 
and  their  business.  Yes  they  will  come  to  hear 
us  if  we  know  how — and  are  willing  to  pay  the 
price  in  work  and  prayer  to  prepare  for  it.  .

Budget  Department 
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The  Need  of  Greater  Vision 

There  is,  it  seems  to  me,  an  imperative  need 
for  an  enlarged  and  growing  vision  on  the  part 
of  many  of  our  churches.  The  time  is  upon  us 
to  think  in  larger  terms  in  Kingdom  matters. 
We  need  to  catch  the  outlines  of  a  larger  per¬ 
spective;  Many  of  our  churches  are  suffering 
from  spiritual  myopia.  They  are  unable  to  see 
beyond  their  own  local  interests.  They  have 
never  caught  the  imperialistic  vision.  They  have 
been  looking  through  the  glasses  of  the  provin- 
cialist.  They  need  to  lift  up  their  eyes  upon  a 
needy  and  sin-cursed  world.  Paul  said,.“l  was 
not  disobedient  unto  the  heavenly  vision”.  His 
life  of  service  indicates  all  that  he  had  in  mind 
when  relating  his  experience  to  King  Agrippa. 
Paul  caught  a  vision  of  the  whole  world  when  he 
met  Jesus  on  his  way  to  Damascus.  He  declared 
the  gospel  at  Damascus  first,  but  he  did  not  stop 
there.  He  went  to  Jerusalem  and  throughout 
all  Judea,  and  also  to  the  Gentiles.  That  is  the 
divine  order  and  that  is  our  commission.  We  are 
to  go  into  all  the  world  with  a  whole  gospel  for 
the  whole  world. 

A  vision  of  the  church’s  task  is  our  first  great 
need  and  requirement.  When  our  people  shall 
realise  that  the  churches  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  exist  to  save  the  world,  and  not  prima¬ 
rily  to  minister  to  our  own  needs,  as  many  and 
great  as  they  are,  a  new  day  of  progress  and 
prosperity  will  dawn  uppn  all  our  churches.  We 
need  to  be  delivered  from  selfishness  in  religion 
oftentimes  as  much  so  as  we  do  in  business  mat¬ 
ters.

Yes,  there  is  a  vast  amount  of  selfishness  in 
religion.  We  want  to  be  ministered  unto,  rather 
than  minister  to.  Our  business  is  to  minister 
to  the  needs  of  a  suffering  world.  The  business 
of  a  church  is  not  to  simply  keep  itself  going. 
The  business  of  a  church  is  to  extend  the  king¬ 
dom.  i  The  church  that  recognizes  its  mission 
and  gives  itself  to  it  will  not  need  to  trouble 
about  “keeping  going”.  Life  and  new  power  will 
come  upon  it.  It  will  grow  and  keep  going  be¬ 
cause  it  is  giving  itself  in  sacrificial  service. 
We  liVe  only  by  giving  life  away.  "He  that 
would  save  his  life  shall  lose  it”  is  as  true  of 
the  church  as  of  the  individual. 

We  need  an  increased  vision  that  can  come 
only  through  an  enlarged  faith.  It  is  always 
“according  to  your  faith  be  it  done  unto  you”. 
Doubts  get  us  nowhere.  It  is  only  by  our  pos¬ 
itive  faith  that  we  shall  move  and  impress  the 
world.  I  come  back  to  say  that  many  of  our 
churches  are  suffering  from  an  impoverished 
conception  of  Christ.  I  am  thinking  now  of 
that  galaxy  of  heroes  enumerated  in  the  eleventh 
chapter  of  Hebrews.  They  conquered  and  sur¬ 
mounted  difficulties  because  they  had  a  great 
faith  in  a  great  Christ.  A  man's  power  is  al¬ 
ways  in  proportion  to  his  faith.  Enlarged  vision 
is  the  inevitable  result  of  an  enlarged  faith. 
Our  power  of  conquest  is  gone  when  we  have 
lost  faith  in  the  gospel  of  Christ.  Our.  vision 
fades  in  the  light  of  a  fading  faith.  We  need 
to  lift  up  our  eyes  unto  the  hills  from  whence 
our  help  cometh.  our  help  cometh  from  Jehovah, 
which  made  heaven  and  earth.  As  we  shall  lift 
up  our  eyes  to  a  frreat  God,  with  a  great  faith 
in  a  great  Cshist,  there  shall  come  ihto  our  souls 
a  great  vision  of  the  whole  world  that  lieth  in 
darkness. 

May- 1  suggest  in  closing  this  article  that  many 
of  our  churches  need  to  consider  very  carefully 
and  prayerfully  the  matter  of  distribution  when 
they  come  to  make  up  their  Budget  for  the  year. 
Does  it  not  seem  a  bit  selfish  for  us  to  give  more 
to  our  own  local  needs  than  we  do  for  other 
interests?  Suppose  we  try  one  time  giving  as 
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much  to  objects  outside  our  own  local  needs  as 
we  do  to  local  needs.  There  are  but  few  excep¬ 
tions  where  we  can  not  do  this  to  the  glory  of 
God  and  the  profit  of  every  contributor.  God 
helps  those  that  help  others.  Don’t  cultivate  a 
spirit  of  littleness  in  your  church  but  lead  them 
to  see  the  needs  of  the  whole  world. 

News  from  the  Field 

Beginning  on  Thanksgiving  evening  we  were 
with  Pastor  Owen  and  the  16lh  Ave.  Church, 
Meridian,  for  four  services.  Dr.  Owen  and  his 
church  were  in  the  midst  of  evangelistic  cam¬ 
paign,  making  preparation  for  the  Every  Mem- 
'ber  Canvass  for  local  and  denominational  causes. 
They  put  on  the  canvass  Nov.  29th,  and  were 
trying  to  raise  $20,000  00  for  all  causes. 

I  wish  to  commend  the  method  of  Pastor  Owen. 
There  is  no  better  way  to  prepare  for  the  Every 
Member  Canvass  than  through  the  evangelistic 
way.  The  prophet  said  “My  people  shall  be  a 
willing  people  in  the  day  of  my  power".  When 
the.  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  His  church  the 
people  willingly  offer  themselves  unto  the  Lord. 
Oh!  that  God’s  power  would  come  mightily  upon 
His  people  in  these  testing  and  trying  days. 

After  our  closing  message  Saturday  morning 
the  church  voted  to  put  on  a  county-wide  Stew¬ 
ardship  Institute,  asking  that  I  return  during 
the  month  of  January.  Pastor  Owen  suggested 
that  the  homes  of  the  people  be  thrown  open 
and  Secretary  SolomOn  suggested  that  every  pas¬ 
tor  in  the  county  be  asked  to  attend  and  that 
homes  be  given  th*m  during  the  Stewardship 
Institute,  yo  better  investment  could  be  made 
in  our  judgment  than  this.  I  trust  every  pastor 
and  every  county,  all  of  our  associations,  think 
over  this  suggestion  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Director  of  this  work  put  on  county-wide 
Institutes.  We  must  teach  our  people'  the  Bible- 
doctrine  of  Stewardship.  It  will  take  work, 
some  one  says.  Yes,  I  do  not  know  of  anything 
worthwhile  that  doesn’t  take  hard  work,  and  it 
will  be  worth  all  the  sacrifice  that  we  are  willing 
to  put  into  it  and  will  yield  the  largest  dividend 
in  Kingdom  work  of  anything  that  1  know  of. 

Going  from  here  (to  Verona  we  spent  the  night 
with  the  amiable  Brother  Bucy.  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  we  motored  to  Guntown,  where  the  Fifth 
Sunday  meeting  of  the  Lee  County  Association 
was  meeting  for  the  day.  Brother  Bucy  being 
Chairman  of  the  meeting  called  the  house  to 
order  at  10  o'clock,  song  service  being  conducted 
by  Brother  Young,  after  which  Pastor  West 
brought  a  stirring  and  helpful  message  on  evan¬ 
gelism  in  the  Sunday  School.  We  were  greatly 
pleased  with  this  message  and  feel  that  Pastor 
West  sounded  a  note  that  should  be  emphasized 
in  every  Baptist  church  in  the  land. 

The  eleven  o'clock  hour  having  arrived,  the 
meeting  was  turned  over  to  the  preaching  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  hour  and  the  writer  was  asked  to  speak 
at  this  time.  The  house  was  filled  and  the  sing¬ 
ing  was  good  Bnd  the  people  attentive  and  re¬ 
sponsive  to  the  gospel  message.  We  spoke  on 
Paul's  conception  of  Christian  Stewardship.  The 
afternoon  was  given  over  to  the  1926  Program 
and  we  were  privileged  to  speak  again.  The 
people  seemed  interested  and  anxious  about  the 
Every  Member  Canvass  and  pledged  themselves 
to  do  their  best. 

Tuesday  afternoon  found  us  on  our  way  to 
Water  Valley,  where  our  long  time  friend,  J. 
Gordon  Lott,  is  the  under  shepherd.  We  spoke 
to  the  Water  Valley  saints  both  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  evenings,  receiving  a  very  cordial 
welcome  by  this  noble  church  and  its  beloved 


pastor.  Pastor  Lott  is  leading  the  church  on  to 
greater  things,  having  set  as  their  Budget  for 
the  1926  Program  $10,000.00  to  be  divided  on 
the  basis  of  60  and  40;  60%  going  to  local  causes 
and  40%  to  denominational  causes.  It  seem*  to 
me  that  no  church  could  well  afford  to  give  less 
than  40%  to  denominational  causes.  The  ex¬ 
ceptions  should  be  very  rare,  and  I  seriously 
doubt  if  any  church  ought  to  give  less  than  40% 
of  its  total  Budget  to  Kingdom  causes.  The  Lord 
will  honor  the  church  as  well  a*  the  individual, 
that  honors  Him  and  puts  the  Kingdom  of  God  i 
first  in  its  thinking  and  planning.

There  is  a  tendency  to  use  much  of  our  time 
in  the  public  assembly  of  the  saints  in  telling 
“what  great  things  we  are  doing  for  God”; 
this  seems  to  be  a  reversal  of  God's  order,  for 
in  Bible  times  they  talked  about  “what  great 
things  the  Lord  is  doing  for  us”.  When  we  take 
our  eyes  off  of  the  Lord  and  begin  to  gaze  in 
adoration  at  ourselves  we  are  that  very  moment 
headed  for  defeat.  In  times  of  storm  and  un¬ 
rest  and  transition  some  have  had  their  calm 
repose  disturbed  because  they  trusted  in  circum¬ 
stances  and  conformity  of  belief  rather  than  the 
eternal  verities  of  the  BOOK  and  the  atoning, 
reigning,  returning  Lord. 

When  Jesus  came  to  the  disciples  walking  on 
the  water,  Peter  fixed  his  gaze  on  Jesus  and 
started  to  him  walking  on  the  water,  but  he 
took  his  eyes  off  of  Jesus  and  fixed  them  on 
the  boisterous  wind  and  waves  and  began  to 
sink.

What 
is  needed  most  right  now  is  less  of  men  and 
more  of  GOD.

An  account  of  this  atro¬ 
cious  matricide  probably  reached 
Paul’s  ears  during  the  few  days’ 
1  delay  in  Puteoli,  where  he  was  per¬ 
mitted  to  mingle  with  the  brethren 
of  that  city.  (Ver.  14.)  On  his 
journey  along  the  Appian  Way  he 
was  met  by  brethren  from  Rome  at 
the  Market  of  Appius  an<j  the  Three 
®  Taverns.  The  coming  of  these 
*•  brethren  lifted  the  depression  from 
''  the  spirit  of  Paul,  and  inspired  in 
y  him  a  sense  of  gratitude  to  God. 

^  Paul  could  see  the  light  as  well  as 
the  shadows  in  these  eventful  years 
8  of  his  prison  life  and  recognize  the 
guiding  hand  of  God  through  them 
1  all.  (Ver.  15  ) 

4.  Paul  now  arrives  in  Rome; 
r  soon  the  curtain  is  to  fall  and  con- 
-  ceal  from  us  the  scenes  and  fortune 
of  his  prison  life.  We  may  make 
i  the  most  of  what  Luke  tells  in  the 
i  few  remaining  words  of  his  history 
of  Paul,  “And  when  we  entered  into 
,  Rome,  Paul  was  suffered  to  abide 
by  himself  with  the  soldiers  that 
'  guarded  him”.  (Ver.  16.)  Paul  had 
doubtless  won  the  admiration,  af¬ 
fection  and  confidence  of  Julius,  the 
centurion  who  had  him  in  keeping 
from  the  day  he  left  Caesarea  until 
he  reached  Rome.  It  was  probably 
due  to  the  high  esteem  of  Julius 
for  Paul,  the  privilege  of  abiding 
alone,  in  his  hired  house  was  granted 
him.  The  presence  of  his  soldier 
guard  in  no  way  abridged  his  lib¬ 
erty  to  receive  and  converse  with 
whomsoever  he  wished.  This  lib¬ 
erty,  he  soon  availed  himself  of,  in 
an  effort  to  set  himself  right  with 
the  Jewish  authorities  of  Rome  in 
a  face  to  face  conference,  “And  it 
came  to  pass  that  after  three  days 
he  called  together  those  that  were 
the  chief  of  the  Jews;  and  when 
they  were  come  together,  he  said 
unto  them,  I,  brethren,  though  I  had 
done  nothing  against  the  people  or 
the  customs  of  our  fathers,  yet  was 
deli vt  red  prisoner  from  Jerusalem 
into  the  hands  of  Romans;  who, 
when  they  examined  me,  desired  to 
set  me  at  liberty  because  there  was 
no  cause  of  death  in  me.  But  when 
the  Jews  spoke  against  it,  I  was 
constrained  to  appeal  unto  Caesar; 
not  that  I  had  aught  whereof  to 
accuse  my  nation.  For  this  cause 
therefore,  did  I  entreat  you  to  see 
and  to  kpeak  with  me;  for  because 
of  the  hope  of  Israel,  I  am  bound 
with  this  chain”.  (Vers.  17-20.)  <

*  resentative,  was  everywhere  spoken 

*  against.  Paul  has  gained  his  point. 
The  way  is  opened  for  him  to  begin 

’  his  ministry  in  Rome  as  elsewhere 
by  preaching  first  to  the  Jews.  And 
;  when  they  had  appointed  him  a  day, 
they  came  to  him  into  his  lodging 

*  in  great  number;  to  whom  he  ex- 
■  pounded  the  matter,  testifying  the 

kingdom  of  God  and  <•  persuading 
them  concerning  Jesus,  both  from 

*  the  law  of  Moses  and  from  proph¬ 
ets,  from  morning  till  evening.  And 
some,  believed  the  things  which 
were  spoken  and  some  disbelieved". 
(Vers.  23-24.)  Paul’s  interpretation 
of  the  purpose  and  purport  of  the 
law  of  Moses  and  the  /forecast  of 
the  prophets,  respecting  the  prom¬ 
ised  Messiah  was  so  radically  dif¬ 
ferent  from  that  of  Jewish  authori¬ 
ties,  that  it  inspired  faith  in  only 
a  few  but-  provoked  the  fiercest  op¬ 
position  on  the  part  of  the  many. 
The  long  expository  discourse  of 
Paul  to  his  Jewish  audience  in  Rome 
shared  the  fate  of  all  his  efforts  to 
win  his  people  to  Christ.  The  re¬ 
sults  were  meager,  and  discourag-l 
ing.  But  Paul  had  done  his  dutyj 
he  offered  them  the  Gospel,  andj 
their  rejection  of  the  Christ  was  the! 
fulfillment  of  what  the  Holy  Spirit! 
had  tore  told  through  Isaiah  the 
prophet.  (Vers.  25-27;  Is.  6:9-10.1 

6.  This  offer  of  salvation  to  the 
Jews  in  Rome  was  made  by  Pau 
at  the  beginning  of  his  imprison! 
ment  in  that  city.  This  effort  ti 
convert  his  kindred  was  the  begin! 
ning  of  two  long  years  in  preaching 
to  all  who  came  to  his  hired  housA 
“And  he  abode  two  whole  years  ia 
his  own  hired  dwelling,  and  receive# 
all  who  went  in  unto  him  preaching 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  teaching 
the  things  concerning  the  Loro 
Jesus  Christ  with  all  boldness,  none 
forbidding  him”.  (Vers.  30-3 1  -b 
Bound  in  chains,  and  under  the  eye 
of  a  Roman  soldier,  Paul’s  zeal  f li¬ 
the  Gospel  was  no  less-  fervent,  anil 
active  in  preaching  the  Gospel  df 
the  kingdom.  The  countless  num¬ 
bers  who  frequented  his  prisoh 
abode,  afforded  him  ample  opportu¬ 
nity  to  carry  out  his  long  cherishell 
desire  to  preach  the  Gospel  in  RomL 
The  success  of  his  prison  ministry 
became  to  him  the  source  of  great¬ 
est  joy.  His  zeal,  his  loyalty  and 
his  courage  became  a  source  of  in¬ 
spiration  to  others  who  became  mode 
zealous  and  bold  in  preaching  th|e 
word  of  God  without  fear.  Of  thode 
who  came  under  the  influence  of  h|s 
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brought  unceasing  Joy  to  the  heart  b 
of  Paul.  a 

6.  But  Paul's  activities  in  preach¬ 
ing  the  Gospel  in  Rome  did  not  nar¬ 
row  down  his  interest  to  the  im-  I 
perial  city.  His  deep  concern  in

of  his  past  labors,  pressed  heavily 
upon  him  because  of  the  tidings  1 
which  reached  him  of  perils  which 
menaced  the  very  existence  of  these  | 
churches  located  within  Asia.  Minor.  , 
vThere  was  one  ray  of  light  from  the  i 
church  at  Philippi  which  lighted  up 
the  gloom  which  the  evil  tidings  j 
from  the  churches  of  Asia  cast)  over  , 
the  spirit  of  faul.  Philippi,  the  i 
first  church  planted  by  him  on  the 

•  continent  of  Europe,  had  remem¬ 
bered  him  in  his  bonds.  They  sent 
their  pastor  Epaphroditus  with  a  I 
generous'  contribution  to  relieve 
Paul  from  the  possibility  of  discom¬ 
fort  during  long  days  of  prison  life. 
This  is  not  the  place  to  discuss  the 
nature  of  the  heresies  which  were 
rampant  in  Asia  Minor,  and  the 
probable  headway  they  had  made 
in’  pervading  the  churches  in  that 
region.  The  order  of  these  Epistles 
was  probably  as  follows:  1.  The 
Letter  to  the  Philippians.  2.  The 
Letter  to  Philemon,  a  personal  let¬ 
ter  to  Philemon,  about  his  runaway 
slave  Onesimus  whom  Paul  is  now 

•  sending  back  to  his  master.  3.  The 
circular  Letter  addressed  to  a  num¬ 
ber  of  churches  located  in  Asia 
Minor,  which  has  come  down  to  us 
as  the  Letter  to  the  Ephesians.  As 
it  passed  from  one  church  to  an¬ 
other,  it  finally  passed  into  the 
hands  of  the  church  of  Ephesus, 
where  It  found  its  home  until  called 
for  by  sbmeone  who  was  collecting 
the  Pauline  Epistles  and  publishing 
them  to  the  world.  4.  The  Epistle 
to  the  Colossians  where  the  errors 
seemed  most  aggressive  and  meet¬ 
ing  an  alarbiing  degree  of  favor. 
Of  Paul’s  trial  we  know  little,  but 
there  are  good  reasons  to  believe 

'  he  was  cleared  and  spent  some  years 
in  active  work  in  visiting  many 
places  and  preaching  in  new  fields.

SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  FOREIGN  t 
MISSIONARY  APOSTLE  v

The  most  passionate  and  appeal-  j 
ing  voice  of  Southern  Baptists  for  ( 
Foreign  Missions  is  hushed  forever.  1 
These  lines  are  wrtiten  in  the  gloom 
which  a  telegram  from  Leesburg,  ( 
Va.,  announcing  the  death  of  W.  Y.  , 
Quisenberry,  has  cast  over  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Rooms.  There  is  i 
scarcely  a  community  in  the  whole 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  where 
this  good  man  is  not  known.  For 
many  years  he  has  with  a  tireless 
zeal  campaigned  for  Christ  and  a 
lost  world  among  the  churches  up 
and  down  the  South.  He  resU  from 
his  labors  and  his  works  will  follow 
him. 

No  one  who  ever  heard  W.  Y. 
Quisenberry  speak  on  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  has,  I  presume,  ever  forgotten 
the  man  or  entirely  outlived  the 
spell  of  his  passion  for  this  great 
cause.  Thousands  have  opened  their 
hearts  to  his  appeal  and  opened 
their  purses  to  the  cause  for  which 
he  plead.  Other  thousands  have 
hardened  their  hearts  and  clutched 
their  purses  tighter  to  resist  the 
appeal  of  this  impassioned  man. 
His  soul  verily  cried  to  Southern 
Baptists  with  the  agonies  of  a  lost 
world. 

But  his  pleading  was  not  all.  He 
had  a  passion  that  perhaps  no  other 
man  in  all  our  Southland  had  for 
this  great  cause.  But  that  passion 
did  not  exhaust  itself  in  appealing 
to  others.  It  expressed  itself  sub¬ 
limely  in  the  continual  stream  of 
his  personal  gifts  to  the  cause  to 
which  he  asked  others  to  give.  Mis¬ 
sionaries,  native  preachers  and  mis¬ 
sionary  institutions  on  the  foreign 
fields  are  memorials  to  his  abound¬ 
ing  liberality  to  Foreign  Missions. 

How  he  often  plead  with  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  to  see  Foreign  Missions 
in  the  large  and  to  give  to  it  as 
God  had  prospered  them!  Many 
i  hardening  their  hearts  have  endear-  ’• 
i  ored  to  laugh  out  of  consideration 
■  W.  Y.  Quisenberry’s  call  to  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  for  Ten  Million  Dollars 
a  year  for  Foreign  Missions.  They 
i  have  turned  the  passion  of  his  great 
i  soul  into  a  joke.  Some  at  least  of 
i  these  will  now  reflect,  God  sent  a 
r  prophet  among  us,  but  we  did  not 

1  recognize  him.  I  doubt  not  that 


what  seemed  an  extravagant  goal 
and  appeal  uttered  in  the  plaintive 
soul-cry  of  this  good  man,  was  and 
is  in  the  eyes  of  the  Saviour  who 
gave  His  life  for  a  lost  world,  a 
calm  and  reasonable  thing  for 
Southern  Baptists  to  do.  They  could 
do  it  and  deny  themselves  not  one 
actual  necessity.  Hurtful  extrava¬ 
gances  indulged  by  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  would  amount  to  all  that  Qui¬ 
senberry  has  ever  asked  them  to  do. 

How  the  thought  of  lifting  the 
debt  on  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
kindled  to  white  heat  even  his  pas¬ 
sionate  soul!  He  was  true  to  the 
Co-operative  Program  and  went  to 
God  with  a  clean  conscience  as  its 
champion,  but  he  was  impatient  of 
spirit  to  see  thfc  Conventions  give 
permission  for  an  appeal  to  lift  the 
debt  on  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
and  was  ready  to  flare  forth  among 
our  churches  with  that  appeal  for 
the  “Christmas  Love  Offering”.  He 
would  have  done  perhaps  more  than 
any  man  to  accomplish  this  achieve¬ 
ment,  and  would  have  been  the  hap¬ 
piest  man  standing  in  the  doorway 
of  the  new  year  if  this  debt  should 
be  paid  before  the  year  dawns. 

He  had  tracked  the  missionaries 
and  seen  the  heathen  in  their  blind¬ 
ness  on  many  mission  fields,  and  the 
multitudes  of  lost  souls  and  the 
needs  of  missionaries  haunted  his 
great  spirit  by  day  and  by  night. 

It  is  well  with  W.  Y.  Quisenberry. 
He  has  finished  his  work,  but  now 
that  he  has  gone,  there  is  a  prayer 
on  my  lips  that  his  spirit  may  fall 
upon  every  Baptist  pastor  and  every 
Baptist  pulpit  in  the  South.  If  that 
prayer  is  answered^  the  debt  on  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  will  be  paid 
before  the  morning  of  the  now  year 
breaks. 


May  the  Father  of  mercies  anoint 
with  the  healing  oil  of  His  grace 
the  broken  hearts  of  hi*  loved  ones  I 
Until  the  Saviour  comes,  the  life 
which  he  has  lived  will  be  a  precious 
heritage  to  those  who  seek  to  make 
Christ  the  King  of  kings.  The  self- 
devotion  which  has  characterized 
his  work  and  his  giving  to  Foreign 
Missions  will  be  a  rebuke  to  the 
smug  and  comfortable  Christian 
who,  blessed  of  the  Father’s  gra¬ 
cious  hand,  never  takes  up  Christ’s 
cross  through  the  world  be  dying 
in  sin.  To  despise  or  not  to  heed 
the  example  of  W.  Y.  Quisenberry 
will,  I  verily  believe,  be  to  sin 
against  God.  I  have  never  known 
any  man  who  gave  more  liberally 
or  joyfully  to  Foreign  Missions, 
plead  more  passionately  or  spent 
his  strength  more  freely  for  it  than 
did  this  brother  beloved  and  now 
lamented.  Perhaps  God  called  him 
just  when  the  denomination  was 
•pening  the  way  for  the  distress 
call  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  the 
“Christmas  Love  Gift”,  in  order  that 
others  should  see  and  feel  their  re¬ 
sponsibility.  I  would  to  God  that 
some  rich  Southern  Baptist  might 
at  this  time  make  a  gift  to  Foreign 
Missions  big  enough  to  be  a  fitting 
memorial  to  W.  Y.  Quisenberry. 
who  was  the  embodiment  of  Chris¬ 
tian  passion  for  this  holy  cause,  and 
that  he  would  do  it  in  this  tremen¬ 
dous  hour  and  before  the  precious 
and  familiar  form  of  our  brother

The  great  issues  of  today  which 
can  and  ought  to  be  settled  by  the 
New  Testament  are  as  follows:  Has 
God  given  us  a  supernatural  refla¬ 
tion  of  Himself?  Is  the  Bible  the 
record  of  that  revelation?  Was 
Jesus  Christ  God  manifest  in  the’ 
flesh?  Was  He  born  of  the  Virgin 
Mary?  Did  He  work  miracles?  Did 
He  live  M  sinless  life  and  make  a 
rela  atonement  for  sin  ?  Did  He 
really  rise  from  the  dead?  Did  He 
ascend  to  the  Father?  Did  He  be¬ 
stow  the  Holy  Spirit  at  Pentecost? 

Is  He  alive  forevermore  as  the  Sa¬ 
viour  of  men  and  Lord  of  the  King¬ 
dom  ?  Will  He  come  again  in  God's 
appointed  time?  There  are  other 
questions,  but  these  are  the  prin¬ 
cipal  ones.  The  modern  rationalistic 
world  si  prejudging  all  these  ques¬ 
tions,  and  settling  them,  to  its  own 
satisfaction,  without  regard  to  the 
evidence.  Its  conclusions,  there¬ 
fore,  cannot  stand.  Meantime  those 
who  hunger  and  thirst  after  right¬ 
eousness  arc  saying  by  the  million: 
“Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go?  Thou 
hast  the  words  of  eternal  life.” 

The  religious  outlook  of  the  world 
is  hopeless  apart  from  hte  New  Tes¬ 
tament.  A  supernatural  revelation 
alone  satisfies  man’s  religious  needs. 
Rationalism  has  borrowed  the  moral 
elementary  teachings  of  the  New 
Testament  and  proclaimed  them  as 
the  assured  results  of  reason.  But 
if  their  supernatural  foundation  is 
removed  they  become  once  more  a 
part  of  the  welter  of  speculative 
thought.  May  God  save  the  world 
from  the  reign  of  the  anti-super-  ' 
naturalism  which  is  attempting  to  1 
usurp  the  throne  of  human  thought 
in  our  day! — Watchman-Examiner.
